PITTSBURGH, July 12 (AP)— 
President Philip Murray of the 
CIO United Steelworkers said to- 
day that President Truman had 
asked the union and the United 
States Steel Corp. to continue 
their contract two months after 
July 16 while a presidential board 
of investigators “inquired into the 
issues in dispute.” 

Murray said his union would de- 
cide tomorrow on its answer to 
Truman’s request, which would 
Gelay a steel strike for 60 days. 

Murray made the announcement 
at a news conference following 
a meeting of the union’s 170-man 
wage policy committee which had 
been expected to issue the order 
for 500,000 workers to strike. 

In Washington a few minutes 
after Murray's announcement, the 
White House confirmed it.

The broadcast over television 
was delayed 51 minutes from 12:15 
to 1:04 p.m. and was halted for 
24 minutes from 2:23 to 2:47 p.m. 
by breakdowns, it was learned. 

The first difficulty occurred at 
KSD-TV when the water cooling | 
system for the transmitters atop 
the Post-Dispatch Building Annex 
went out of order. A few minutes 
later, the relay system from the 
baseball field to C.B.S. studios 
went out of order. 

Both repairs were made and the 
broadcast started at 1:04, 26 min- 
utes after the game started. A 
breakdown occurred again in the 
KSD-TV cooling system and the 
station was off the air for 24 min- 
utes. During this last breakdown, 
the game was called temporarily 
because of rain, and the television 
watchers and listeners missed 
very little of it.

LOS ANGELES, July (AP)— 
Twenty-six bodies have been re- 
covered from the wreckage of a 
commercial airliner that crashed 
in Susana pass today after a fist 
fight among some of the passen- 
gers. 

A deputy coroner of Ventura 
county said that several of the 
bodies had been badly burned 
but that some of them had been 
thrown ciear from 50 to 75 feet 
from the plane. 

He said that 18 persons had 
been taken from the wreckage, all 
injured, some 80 seriously they 
cannot survive, and that two 
other persons, unaccounted for, 
may still be in the burned plane. 

Survivors said the fight started 
after a male passenger became 
hysterical while the big airliner 
was going through a storm. 
Another passenger appeared to 
have quieted him when a chance 
remark on the cause of the hys- 
teria precipitated a slugging 
match. 

While the fight was going on, 
a stewardess warned: “Fasten 
your safety belts; we are going 
into a cloud bank.” 

Within a matter of seconds, sur- 
vivors said, the plane had crashed 
with a deafening roar of explod- 
ing gasoline.

Plane Hit Side of Hill. 

The plane apparently scraped 
the isde of a 200-foot hill in a 
box canyon with a wingtip and 
then pancaked and caught fire.

nando valley. Bodies were sprawled 
grotesquely into clumps of sage- 

h and over rocks. 

A bizarre touch was given by 
the presence of 30 bearded, robed 
followers of religious leader, 
Krishna Venta, who Calls himself 
“The Voice.” They live in a stone 
house not far away. In their bare 
feet, they carried stretchers. 

One of the midentifying himself 
only as -Brother Paul, said he 
heard the plane circling low over 
the hills, a few minutes before 
the crash.

Truman Message Also 
Brings Promise of New 
Cushions Against Busi- 
ness Loss.

WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP) 
The promise of. excise tax cuts in 


1950—along with new cushions 
against business losses—was held 
out today by Congress. 

This was one of the first tangi- 
ble reactions as Congressmen sur- 
veyed President Truman’s 11-point 
beat-the-depression program. 

There was evident agreement 
that only part of it could be put 
into effect before a pre-Labor day 
adjournment this year. However, 
a leading Republican, Representa- 
tive Joe Martin of Massachusetts, 
said that he agreed with Truman 
that within a few years the coun- 
try can achieve a hational output 
worth 300 billion dollars a year. 
This is a fifth more than the 
present annual rate. 

Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
joined with Chairman George 
(Dem.), Georgia, of ‘the Senate 
Finance Committee in promising 
relief next year from some of the 
heavy wartime taxes. These have 
— to.& wide range of items 
from furs to face powder, and in- 

clude’ transportation fares and 
communications. 

President Truman asked for re- 
peal of the excises on freight as 
one of the measures to keep the 
economy rolling in high gear and 
head off a threatened business 
recession.

Nat A. Barrows, 49 years old, of 
the Chicago Daily News- Post- 
Dispatch Foreign Service, was an 
expert on United Nations affairs. 


He had been assigned to cover a 
tour of Indonesia because of the 
U.N.’s attempt to settle the 
quarrel between the Indonesian 


Nationalists and The Netherlands 
Government. 

Barrows was cited last May by 
Sigma Delta Chi, national jour- 
nalistic fraternity, for his beat on 
a story about a Russia air lift 
supplying the Israeli army from 
Czechoslovakia. He was the 
spokesman for about 300 news- 
paper men covering the U.N. at 
Lake Success. 

During World War II, Barrows 
was assigned to the European 
theater of operations, 

Three years ago he accompanied 
the United Nations Commission to 
Palestine. Last year he attended 
the United Nations meeting in 
Paris. 


Barrows was a quiet man whose 
demeanor belied the bulldog per- 
sistence with which he dug for 
facts. A colleague recalled an 
occasion in 1943 when Barrows 
took him in to visit the British 
fleet admiral’s aide. After a brief 
exchange of pleasantries, Barrows 
said: “I don’t think you people 
are employing your submarines 
properly,” 

While the aide, too stunned to 
speak, sat back, Barrows held a 
15-minute discourse on why he 
thought so. The aide soon was 
delighted and gave Barrows and 
his colleague information about 
the fleet which they otherwise 
could not have obtained. 

A native of Rochester, Mass., 
his first major job was with the 
Boston Globe, which he left in 
1941 to join the Chicago Daily 
News. He was the author of a 
widely read book, “Blow All Bal- 
last,” which described the sink- 
ing of the United States Navy 
__| Submarine Squalus. 

His widow, the former Doro- 
ee Whittier, was a Boston land- 

artist and painter. She re-

vived by a son, Richard Nathaniel 
Whittier, 3% years old, and his 
mother, Mrs. Hiram Nelson Bar- 
rows, Boston.

BOMBAY, India, July 12 (AP)—A Royal Dutch Airlines 
(KLM) Constellation groping through a driving rainstorm 
erashed north of Bombay today, killing all 45 persons aboard.

The plane struck a rocky hilltop while approaching the 
Santa Cruz airfield, 15 miles north of Bombay. The hill it 
hit is near Ghatkopar, on the opposite side of the 30-mile- -long 


Monsoon rains beating down on the scene of the crash 
The first to reach the scene said 
wreckage was strewn over a two-mile area along a slope 800 

feet high. 


The accident was the worst in 
India’s aviation history. The rain 
had been coming down incessantly 
since yesterday and forecasts had 
predicted it would last at least 
another two days. By nightfall, 
14 hours after the crash, 33 bodies 
had been recovered.

The plane caught fire and 
charred trees on the rain-drenched 
hilltop. One eye-witness said the 
bodies were so badly burned that 
identification was difficult. 

The Indian Government began 
an investigation and granted spe- 
cial authorization to KLM to send 
an aircraft and Dutch techniciang 
to the scene. . 
The American newspaper abd 
radio men aboard were returning 
from a tour of Indonesia spon- 
sored by The Netherlands Govern- 
ment. 

Indonesia has been torn by war 
between the Dutch Government 
and the Indonesian Republic. 
“Complete freedom of action” had 
been promised those accepting the 
invitation. 

In addition to the reporters, the 
plane carried 21 other passengers 
and a crew of 11. 

Second Crash in 3 Weeks. .. 

The crash of the Constellation 
was the Royal Dutch Air Line’s 
second disaster within three 
weeks. A KLM plane crashed into 
the sea off. Bari, Italy, June 23, 
with 33 dead. That Constellation, 
the Roermond, had carried to Ba- 
tavia the American reporters. who 
were killed today on the way 
home. 
Two Americans originally in 
the party Mrs. Dorothy Brandon 
of the New Tork Herald Tribune, 
and William R. Mathews, Tucson, 
| Ariz., publisher—had decided not 
to return aboard the Constellation 
that crashed today. 

Mathews said on his arrival at 
Manila that Mrs. Brandon had re- 
fused to fly on the aircraft be- 
cause she feared it would be 
sabotaged.

(UP)—Sheriff’s deputies who yes- 
terday arrested 14 persons indicted 
on charges of participating in 
hooded terrorism here hoped to- 
day to complete their job with the 
seizure of three other defendants. 

In a day-long roundup yester- 
day, authorities hauled in 14 of 
the 17 persons charged by the jury 
with taking part in more than 12 
recent floggings and intimidations. 

The other thr. were reported 
to be “out of the county,” and of- 
ficers were on the lookout for 
their return. 


Former Special Deputy Held. 

Six of these arrested yesterday 
were held in Jefferson county 
(Birmingham) jail without bond. 
They included former Special 
Deputy Coleman A. (Brownie) 
Lollar, who was named by one 
terror victim as a ringleader in 
the hooded outrages. 
Also arrested, was the police 
chief of suburban Brookside, El- 
mer Bailey Brock. He was charged 
with neglect of duty and intimi- 
dating a witness. He was released 
on $300 bond. | 
Bonds ranging from $1000 to 
$4000 were set for the others. 
All 14 of the men booked yes- 
terday either denied membership 
in the Ku Klux Klan or refused 
to answer reporters’ questions 
about Klan membership. 

Indictments Returned. 
The 17 defendants were named 
in a total of 44 indictments, on 
varying counts of flogging while 
masked, boycotting and first de- 
gree burglary. | : 5 
In Alabama, a first degree bur- 
glary conviction could carry a 
penalty of from 10 years in prison 
to a death sentence. Flogging 
while masked carries from one to 
10 years in prison, and other of- 
fenses charged in the indictments 
are punishable by fines up to $1000 
and a year in prison. 
Meanwhile, 
war on masked and robed night 
riders continued as a new grand 
jury was charged to take up where 
the last one left off. Judge George 
L. Bailes charged the new jury 
to continue the inquiry, saying, 
“This thing of entering a home at 
night smacks too much of Balkan 
countries and the pattern of Asia.”

Dulles added that rejection of 
thre~ treaty—Senate ratification of 
which is considered certain before 
the week ends—“would at once 
revive the Communist offensive 
against western Europe.” 

He declared there are inherent 
risks in seeking to “defeat the 
dynamism of Communism,” but 
that the greatest risk of all is

is no apology for recklessness, but

The petition, filed by her at- 
torney, Arnold J. Willmann, con- 
tends that she suffered severe 
shock and required medical at- 
tention. All plans for a wedding 
breakfast at Le Chateau, a restau- 
rant on Clayton road, had been 
made, the petition said, and Miss 
Reid had spent more than $700 in 
assembling a trousseau. 

Miss Reid stated in the petition 
that earnest money had been paid 
by Brady on a house in Duchesne, 
a subdivision in Florissant, in 
which they had planned to live 
after the marriage. The payment 
was made the day before the 
wedding was to have taken place.

There has as yet been no Rus- 
sian explanation, although the 
Soviets had told the British they 
would send a letter today setting 
forth the reasons for the new re- 
strictions. 

An indication of what the ex- 
planation might be was given in 
the official Soviet army news- 
paper Taegliche Rundschau. The 
newspaper printed a dispatch 
from the Soviet-licensed news 
agency BPD quoting informed 
circles to the effect that German 
truckers going to Berlin through 
the Russian zone had frequently 
left their prescribed routes to 
buy foodstuffs with westmarks 
which are barred in Russian-oc- 
cupied Germany.

As a younger man in 
St. Louis, he had been on swim- 
8 at the T. M. C. A. and 
the Missouri Athletic Club. 

Sheriff Neil Brown of Laclede 
county said Splan, who had 
jumped into the irver with his 
shoes and other clothing on, went 
down in nine feet of water when 
the frightened child climbed on 
his head. 

“Just before he went under, 
someone heard him call: My 
shoes are weighting me down,“ 
Sheriff Brown said. He never 
came up again. The body was 
found two hours later only a few 
feet from where he sank.” 
Young Splan, who heard the 
commotion while fishing near by, 
rowed to the spot and succeeded 
— pulling the Reed girl into the 


Brown said that Splan appar- 
ently had heard the girl’s cries for 
help while he was at his hotel, 
100 yards away. Prior to Splan’s 
arrival, Biron Bush of Kansas 
City, Mo., almost drowned in an 
attempt to rescue the girl after 
she had got into difficulty in the 
deep water.

INANETZER AUDIT 


rders Bankrupt Ed- 
wardsville Auto Dealer 
to Turn Funds Over to 
Trustee. 


Robert L. Knetzer, bankrupt 
Edwardsville automobile dealer, 


was ordered yesterday to turn 
over to the trustee in bankruptcy 
$250,000 which an accountant 
found in an audit of his books. 
The order was issued by United 
States District Judge Charles G. 
Briggle in Springfield, III., follow- 
ing another hearing in attempt to 
salvage assets of Knetzer. 

A certified public accountant 
testified that Knetzer's books 
showed “substantially more” than 
$250,000 in excess of recorded dis- 
bursements. Following the hear- 
ing, Judge Briggle said Knetzer 
“has in his possession or under 
his control $250,000 which should 
be turned over” to help pay some 
of the claims of prospective auto- 
mobile owners who made pay- 
ments on new-used cars but 
neither received the machines nor 
got their money back. 

The automobile dealer’s bank- 
ruptcy petition, filed last Novem- 
ber, listed assets of $181,000 and 
debts totaling $2,444,000. His asso- 
ciate in the new-used car business, 
Arthur F, Kramer, who operated 
from an alfalfa field near Jersey- 
ville, also was in court yesterday. 
Together they owe more than $3,- 
000,000 to prospective purchasers. 
Both have been indicted on 
charges of conspiracy to defraud 
and obtaining money under false 
pretenses. 

In addition to the order to turn 
the money over to Trustee Wil- 
liam C. Dunham, Knetzer was or- 
dered to post a $25,000 bond for 
appearance Nov. 15 when another 
hearing will be held. 

Benson L. Friedman, book 
keeper for Top Dollar Auto Sales, 
operated by Jack Wolff in Spring- 
field, testified the firm sold $1,864,- 
000 in automobiles to Knetzer 
during the first nine months of 
1948.

$80,000 RAIL INJURY 
AWARD IS UPHELD 
BY STATE COURT 


Record Judgment Allowed to

An award of $80,000 damages, the 
largest judgment ever approved 
by the Missouri Supreme Court 
for*personal injuries, was upheld 
yesterday by the court for Pless

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CIO Report Lays Economic Drop 
To Low Buying Power, Says Cure Is 
For Business to Boost Wages 


Nathan Analysis Contends Profits Generally 
Justify Pay Rises to Stimulate Purchasing 
and Resultant Production Increase — 


Alarm at Current Trend.

WASHINGTON, July 12. 
a fourth round of postwar wage 


increases were in the hands of the CIO today, prepared by 
Robert R. Nathan, economist who provided the labor organization 


with the statistical basis for seeking second-round increases in 1947. 


Nathan’s report, a 52-page book- 
let replete with tables, charts and 
statistics taken from government 
sources, drew the conclusion that 
@ new round of wage increases 
Was possible because of the profit 
position of industry, and would be 
in the interest of labor, manage- 
ment and the nation as a means 
of checking the current recession. 

“The data supports the conclu- 
sion that moderate wage increases 
do not at all preclude price de- 
creases, too,” Nathan held. But 
he added: “A uniform round of 
identical increases is not justi- 
fied, because there is no uniform 
ability to grant increases.” These, 
he suggested, should be sought on 
an “ability to pay” basis. 

Pessimistic Outlook. 

Scoffing at the notion that the 
decline in business activity of the 
last nine months was a self-cor- 
recting, healthy readjustment, Na- 
than said the current trend was 
in the direction of unemployment, 
bankruptcy, and curtailment of liv- 
ing standards. Action now appears 
mandatory, he said. 

He proposed a four-point pro- 
gram for business; a three-point 
program for labor unions, and a 
10-point program for government. 
If business and labor can do the 
job, he commented, the govern- 
ment need not step into the pic- 
ture “in any major degree,” but 
if the private sector of the econo- 
my fails, “major governmental 
programs must and will be under- 
taken.” 

Three of the objectives set forth 
for business—wage increases, in- 
creased productivity, and support 
of government programs — were 
also listed by Nathan as goals to 
be sought by labor. The fourth, 
for business alone, was price de- 
creases. 

Advice to Labor, Business. 

On wage increases, Nathan com- 
mented, in his program for em- 
ployers, that each should realize 
he is an important cog in the 
economic machine and that his 
behavior helps to set a pattern 
which can make for continuous 
prosperity or for depressions and 
threats to the system under which 
he operates. On the same point, 
in the program for unions, Nathan 
said they should bargain “vigor- 
ously” with employers whose cur- 
rent profits and reserves indicate 
that increases are feasible, but 
should give consideration to dif- 
ferentials in ability to pay. 

On productivity, he reminded 
business that Management must 
continue to strive’ for new 
processes, techniques and devices 
to reduce costs, and added that 
business, in its own interest, 
should share the benefits of lower 
costs with consumers and workers. 
Labor was told that the “myth of 
technological unemployment” had 
been laid to rest, and that labor 
bears a proportionate share of 
the responsibility for achieving an 
ever-increasing yield of product 
per unit of effort. 

Discussing government economic 
programs, Nathan said business 
organizations had displayed a

But a significant fact, Nathan 
said, is that consumption expen- 


at an annual rate of 21 billion dol- 
lars a year, nearly three times 
what they were in 1947. 


Analysis of Savings. 


Nathan undertakes an analysis 
of these personal savings figures, 
based on the 1948 survey of con- 
sumer finances prepared by the 
Federal Reserve Board; and un- 
dertakes to refute the argument 
sometimes advanced that the cur- 
rent difficulty results not so much 
from lack of purchasing power as 
from an unwillingness of consum- 
ers to buy at present price levels. 

The Federal Reserve study, cov- 
ering 1947, the year before it was 
published shows, Nathan said, that 
84 per cent of all savings in 1947 
were accumulated by spending 
units with incomes of 35000 or 
more, but the spending units with 
incomes under $4000 had no net 
savings, and those in this latter 
group constituted 73 per cent of 
all spending units. A spending 
unit is defined as a group of re- 
lated persons living in the same 
dwelling who pool their incomes, 

His conclusion is that most of 
the increase in savings was drawn 
into investment channels, which 
provided employment opportuni- 
ties, but private investments began 
to decline sharply late last year, 
accompanied by declines in pro- 
duction and employment. 


This produces a situation all the 


more alarming, Nathan thought, 
because federal, state, and local 
governments have been spending, 
in the first five months of 1949, at 
an annual rate of 10 billion dollars 
more than in the same months of 
last year and this money, entering 
into business channels, has had a 
sustaining effect on the economy. 
Cut in Corporate Profits. 

Corporate profits, too, have been 
declining, Nathan reported, but 
are still very high, reaching a peak 
last year of 22 billion dollars after 
taxes, with the last quarter figure 
at an annual rate of 23 billion dol- 
lars. From that peak in the last 
quarter of 1948, he said, they fell 
in the first quarter of this year 
nearly 17 per cent, but when the 
comparison is made with the first 
quarters of the two years, the de- 
cline is but 8 per cent. 

The large corporations have done 
better, he said, citing a National 
City Bank compilation of published 
financial reports showing 1949 
first-quarter profits 8 per cent 
higher than the first quarter of

Suggested Government Program. 

The suggested Government pro- 
gram, resembling in many of its 
details that of President Truman, 

called for: 

Public works—some to be 
started now, but mostly plan- 
ning of specific projects that 
can be started promptly should 
a greater need arise. 

Tax cuts to increase funds for 
private expenditure, by lifting 
most of the wartime excise 
taxes; increasing exemptions for 
personal income taxes, and re- 
ducing taxes on low incomes. 

Repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
law, described by Nathan as an 
“economic necessity” because it 
hampers free collective bargain- 
ing and restricts union activities. 

Broadened unemployment 
compensation benefits. 

Liberalized social security re- 
tirement benefits. 

Increase of minimum wage to 
75 cents an hour with allowance 
for minimums up to $1 an hour 
set by industry committees. 

A substantial program for 
slum clearance and low cost 
housing. (This has already been 
approved by Congress.) 

Stimulation of private invest- 
ment abroad, to increase stand- 
ards of living and enlarge mar- 
kets for American products. 

Government loans and other 
incentives to expand capacity of 
industries at home. 

A new farm program for in- 
come supports (the Brannan 
plan) rather than price supports. 

Lag in Buying Power. 

The nub of Nathan’s argument 
for increased wages is that buying 
power has not kept pace with in- 
creased production in the postwar 
years, so that business has found 
it 8 in recent months to 
curtail production. This results in 
unemployment, with 3,300,000 un- 


Illustrating the spotty nature of 
business profits which prompted 
his suggestion that wage increases 
be sought on an “ability to pay 
basis,” Nathan said the profit 
trend was up in each quarter of 
last year for corporations with as- 
sets of $100,000,000 or more, but 
for those with assets under $250,- 
000, profits fell sharply in the last 
quarter. Again, he said first- 
quarter profits this year of tex- 
tile companies and companies en- 
gaged in trade, rather than manu- 
facturing, were down as much as 
a third, compared with the first 
quarter of last year.

However, that’s small comfort 
to the 3,778,000 persons pounding 
the pavements looking for work 
today. It is little help to a com- 
munity paralyzed when its biggest 
industry shuts down. 

The figures show that, even if 
the nation maintains a fairly 
prosperous economy with “full em- 
ployment” in coming years, we 


which, on the basis of its profits 


can expect at least an average 
minimum unemployment of be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 3,500,000. 

That conclusion is based on a 
study by the Twentieth Century 
Fund, which found that 5 per cent 
of the labor force under normal 
conditions is looking for work at 
any given time. The fund is a 
non-profit foundation conducting 
research on current economic 
problems. 

That 5 per cent is called a 
“practical minimum.” Estimates 
at 10-year intervals from 1850 to 
1930 show unemployment swinging 
around 4 to 5 per cent for long 
periods. 

Unemployment in the postwar 
years of 1946-48 averaged between 
3 and 4 per cent. This year it 
started climbing and currently it 
is just under 6 per cent. But for 
the first six months of this year 
unemployment averaged almost 
exactly 5 per cent of the total 
labor force—a figure that has 
been called an average minimum 
unemployment. 

Labor organizations and various 
Federal Government economists 
have predicted a possible rise in 
unemployment to around 5,000,000 
this winter. If 5,000,000 unem- 
ployed is the “danger line,” as

ICE PRESIDENT ALBEN 

BARKLEY’S son-in-law is en- 

gaged in a sharp controversy 
with the United States Maritime 
Commission over his demand that 
a number of American tankers be 
allowed to register under the 
Panamanian flag, 

The son-in-law is Max Truitt, 
former St. Louisan and one-time 
member of the commission. 

The tankers belong to Standard 
Oil of New Jersey. Truitt is at- 
torney for the big oil corporation. 

Under Panamanian registry of 
the tankers, Standard Oil would 
derive a number of very profit- 
able advantages. Chief among 
these are the employment of low- 
cost foreign crews and the avoid- 
ance of United States income 
taxes. 

Sixteen tankers are involved in 
Truitt’s demand; 10 old and six 
big new ones. In a letter to the 
commission early this year, Truitt 
proposed the following deal: That 
Standard Oil be permitted to 
transfer the registry of the 10 old 
tankers to Panama in exchange 
for operating the six new ships 
under the United States flag. 

Commissioner Raymond Mc- 
Keough vigorously opposed the 
proposal. By a split vote, the 
commission approved Panamanian 
registry for four tankers. Trans- 
fer was denied on the other six 
tankers, built during the war. 

Commission Warned. 

On May 9, Truitt again wrote 
the commission, demanding re- 
consideration of its action. He 
warned that Standard Oil would 
register four of the new tankers 
under the Panamanian flag if 
the commission persisted in balk- 
ing on the six old tankers. Two 
of the new tankers are now oper- 
ating under the American flag. 

Truitt’s demand was rejected. 
The commission stood pat on its 
earlier decision. 

Subsequently, a Senate inter- 
state commerce subcommittee has 
revealed the high profitableness of 
operating American ships under 
Panamanian registry. The infor- 
mation was brought to light by 
Senator Warren Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington, chairman of the sub- 
committee, during an interroga- 
tion of Millard G. Gamble, chief

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A Sensible Program 


In his economic report to Congress, President 


Truman showed the ability to make practical 
compromises for the sake of getting things done. 

His message is so moderate and so well- 
balanced that most of it should invite the sup- 
port of the opposition. 

The President struck a particularly happy 
medium between alarmism and ostrichism over 
the condition of business. 

In doing so, he gave recognition to what many 
business men and labor unionists have done to 
keep the ill results of the inflation within non- 
disastrous bounds. 

He spoke in the tones of leadership about the 
opportunity to plan now for success ahead in- 
stead of failure. 

He pointed out that the eyes of the world are 
on the economy of the United States and that all 
our endeavors in behalf of democracy abroad 
depend on our ability to maintain a virile capi- 
talism at home. 

The President's proposals would attack the 
problem first by encouraging business to in- 
crease production and lower prices, and by 
maintaining purchasing power in the factory 
and on the farm. | 

On behalf of prosperous production, he aban- 
doned his requests of six months ago for $4,000,- 
000,000 in new taxes and for stand-by anti-infla- 
tion controls. He advocated extending the time 
limit on RFC loans to business, repealing the 
tax on transportation, and liberalizing the provi- 
sions for carry-over losses by corporations. 

Export-and-import trade specifically would be 
aided by his proposals to restore the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, which expired June 30, 
and to lend technical assistance to under- 
developed areas abroad. We think he might 
also have done well to propose repeal of some 
wartime excises, which would stimulate some de- 
clining lines of business. 

On behalf of prosperous consumption, Mr. 
Truman recommended a program of lower 
prices and no wage cuts, an increase in the min- 
imum wage from 40 to 75 cents and broadened 
coverage, and increased benefits and extended 
coverage under the old age and survivors insur- 
ance system. He also recommended the Bran- 
nan plan of farm income support and an en- 
larged public assistance program, measures 
which are well-meant but are still open to many 
questions. He opposed reduction in Government 
spending, on the ground that it would aggra- 
vate the recession. Some pruning, we believe, 
would be wise, as proposed by Senator Douglas. 
It might also avert meat-ax cutting by the op- 
position. 

To cushion the ill effects of whatever unem- 
ployment occurs, the President wants minimum 
benefits increased to $30 a week for 26 weeks, 
with additions for dependents; and a federal 
fund set up to give interim help to states whose 
legislatures would have to act before the new 
minimum could be met. 

And if, despite all these and other efforts to 
prevent it, a slump should come, President Tru- 
man would be ready with a shelf of public 
works, prepared now by federal agencies, states 
and localities, including the acquisition of sites. 

This portfolio of plans combines hopefulness 
and providence in a constructive way. If it 
does not commend itself to some of the mem- 
bers of Congress because its source is neither a 
Republican nor a Dixiecrat, perhaps it may com- 
mend itself to them because most of it makes 
very good sense. 
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Taft Takes His Stand 
Senator Taft is going to vote against ratifica- 
tion of the North Atlantic Pact. The Ohio Sen- 
ator says that the 12-nation defense treaty will 
do far more to bring about a third World War 
than it will ever do to maintain the peace of the

There can be no doubt that this is Robert A. 
Taft's honest judgment. This is what he thinks. 
As a member of the Senate, it is not only his 
right, but his obligation to his own conscience, to 
declare it frankly. That is the way policy is 
arrived at in a democracy. 

The opposite view has already been expressed 
by many others and will be brought out fully 
in the debate. It also will be honestly held. 
In the end, it will, in all probability, prevail, 
in large part because it represents a positive 
approach to the problem of peace. If we should 
have learned any lesson between World Wars I 
and II, it is that the negative approach is fatal 
to peace.

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A Blow Against Home Rule 

The Missouri Supreme Court made a mistake, 
we believe, in outlawing the St. Louis rent con- 
trol ordinance on the ground that it is beyond 
the powers granted to the municipal government 
in the city charter. Indeed, it would have been 
easier to attack the ordinance itself than the 
ground on which it stands. 

The charter empowers the city government 
“to license and regulate business and to do all 
things expedient to the health and welfare of its 
citizens.” Rent control certainly is regulation 
of business, and there is no difficulty in. show- 
ing that, in a housing crisis, it is expedient to 
the welfare of the community. 

At least 105,502 St. Louisans thought so. They 
voted for the ordinance when it was submitted 
to them in a referendum election last August. 
Only 53,216 voted against the measure. 

It is true that the Federal Government as- 
serted the right to control rents in the economic 
emergency created by the war. When a general 
economic freeze became necessary, rents hardly 
could have been excepted. It is also true that a 
Congress weary of controls has shifted the bur- 
den to the governors of the various states. Yet, 
under ordinary circumstances, rents are a pe- 
culiarly local problem. 

This was demonstrated in the current session 
of the Missouri Legislature when St. Louis and 
Kansas City had to refute rural arguments that 
the housing shortage was no longer serious 
enough to warrant controls. 

The sponsorship of the St. Louis ordinance 
by the Wallaceites may have made it distasteful 
to many. Others may not have liked its terms. 
And, of. course, the continuation of federal con- 
trols on even the present makeshift basis made 
the local ordinance considerably less important 
than it seemed to be when an end of federal 
control was expected. But none of these points 
is really involved in the Supreme Court’s deci- 

It is primarily concerned with the right of the 
people of St. Louis to handle this matter for 
themselves, In denying them this right, the 
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court strikes another blow against home rule 
and it does just when there is a widespread 
complaint against too much centralization and 
“statism.” We believe that the words of the 
charter gave it an opportunity to be more 
friendly toward grass-roots self-government. 
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New Face, Same Scene 


Like many things concerning Greece, any op- 
timism over the succession of Alexander Diom- 
edes as Premier is best stated in a negative way. 
As long as Diomedes holds the office at least, the 
reactionary Constantine Tsaldaris cannot. 


It is a puzzle why Tsaldaris wanted the job so 
badly, since he and his dominant Populist (roy- 
alist) party have been running Greek affairs 
with more than a strong hand. “If any man or 
party could be blamed for the crisis in Greece,” 
Mark Gayn wrote from Athens, “it is Tsaldaris 
and the party he heads,” 

But evidently Tsaldaris wanted not only 
power, but the outward trappings of it. First 
he tried to erase the Liberals from the Govern- 
ment by attempting a coalition with small splin- 
ter groups. That failed. Then he offered to 
split the premiership with Sophocles Venizelos, 
each holding office for three months. The Lib- 
eral leader was too shrewd for such deception. 


The plain fact is that Tsaldaris and his Popu- 
lists have so bad a reputation for right-wing ter- 
rorism, anti-Semitism, secret police activities 
and soak-the-poor, aid-the-rich policies that his 
aspirations could not possibly win support from 
Greek democrats—or the United States. 

So Diomedes is Premier of the seventeenth 
government since the liberation of Greece, The 
case for him is simply that he is most generally 
acceptable,” and also that he is a member of the 
Liberal party which, though actually conserva- 
tive, is democratic by tradition. 

Yet no great alterations can be expected in 
the ways of the Greek Government. Diomedes 
has been Deputy Premier for Economic Affairs, 
and during his term in that post the economic 
affairs of Greece have been characterized by in- 
flation, poverty and profiteering. The new 
Premier did not create these conditions; neither 
did he do much to abolish them. 

Diomedes is 74 years old, and his succession 
upon the death of 88-year-old Premier Sophoulis 
hardly brings youthful energy into government. 
The long Metaxas dictatorship, the war, the 
Communist revolt and the monarchy’s return 
have left democratic leadership in Greece 
largely in the hands of feeble men. 

Beyond this, Diomedes has been serving in a 
coalition cabinet ruled chiefly by the vigorous 
Tsaldaris. It would be unfortunate if the new 
Premier has become accustomed to this situa- 
tion, for Tsaldaris remains in the new Govern- 
ment as Deputy Premier. 

Competent observers agree that only stern 
economic and political reforms can obliterate 
the poverty and civil strife in Greece, and build 
the country into the sturdy frontier against 
Communism that American dollars were meant 
to help build. If Greek leadership shows no 
ambition toward change, then the burden of re- 
form rests with our foreign policy. 
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The Bombay Air Tragedy 


The worst aviation disaster in India’s history 
has taken the lives of 13 American newspaper 
men and 31 other persons. It occurred when 
a Royal Dutch Constellation crashed in a blind- 
ing rain on a hilltop near a Bombay airport. 
This airline has enjoyed a good reputation so it 
is doubly hard to understand why the pilots of 
this plane were going to attempt a landing in 
a predicted storm at an airport with which they 
were totally unfamiliar. 

The American newspaper men, as special 
guests of the Dutch Government, were returning 
from a tour of Indonesia. They included such 
outstanding journalists as Charles Gratke, for- 
eign editor of the Christiag Science Monitor, 
Bertram Hulen of the New York Times and Nat 
Barrows of the Chicago Daily News-Post-Dispatch 
Service. 

Several of them had come through the war un- 
scathed after serving as front line correspond- 
ents. They had continued their service to man- 
kind in seeking to get to the root of the blood- 
shed and disorder that has made Indonesia one 
of the volcanic trouble spots in the world. In 
so doing they gave their lives in the per- 
formance of a duty essential to achieving a bet- 


ter world. 
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Merit System Sabotage 

After 13 years of state service, Dr. John W. 
Williams Jr., a high official in the Missouri De- 
partment of Health and Welfare, has been sum- 
marily dismissed. The announced reason is that 
a “reorganization” has ended the need for his 
services. The real reason is something else. 
Dr. Williams recently told a legislative commit- 
tee that Gov. Smith’s office was nosing into the 
political affiliations of certain public health en- 
gineers. Dr. Williams was trying to uphold the 
merit system law, but in the Forrest Smith 
lexicon this was an act of disloyalty, so now he 
is “reorganized” out of a job. : 

The Williams case is the newest link in a 
lengthening chain. In each instance politics has 
been played at the expense of merit. Six months 
after Forrest Smith took the Governor’s oath 
to uphold the Constitution and laws of Missouri, 
the Governor has made it unmistakably plain 
that he holds the merit system in total contempt.

By virtue of my position, the question of 
federal or public aid to parochial schools 
has come squarely before me for decision. 
As one of 25 members of the House Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor, it becomes 
my duty to help perfect the measure for 
federal aid to education. 

Early this year I stated that in my opin- 
ion we could not wisely or constitutionally 
use public funds in support of parochial 
schools. I shall, therefore, take up the vari- 
ous views and state my opinion of them. 


The first is that exclusion of parochial 
schools from federal aid is discriminatory. 
We must distinguish 
between aid to the 
individual child and 
aid to the parochial 
school. For example 
the hot lunch pro- 
gram is available to 
all children, includ- 
ing those in paro- 
chial schools. Al- 
ready passed in the 
Senate is a health 
bill for all children. 
These benefits are to 
go to the child and 
are not directly con- 
nected with his 
teachings. 


Whatever can be constitutionally done to 
aid a child will win my support. However, 
I cannot, and will not support any meas- 
ure that grants public financial aid to pri- 
vate or parochial schools. 

Religious freedom is a two-way street. 
We are free to establish and utilize our 
parochial schools or utilize public schools, 
as we choose. But the right to establish 
private schools does not imply the right to 
public financial support thereof. 


Are They Double-Taxed? 


Andrew Jacobs 


We have the right to build and main- 
tain our churches, but not to build or main- 
tain them with public funds. Our paro- 
chial schools are an adjunct of our reli- 
gion, established for educational use in- 
stead of using public schools, solely for 
sake of the child’s religious training. 

As long as we have the same right to 
send our children to public schools as any- 
one else, we are not discriminated against, 
and as Catholics we do not have a right to 
a separate public supported school system, 
nor does any other group of people have 
such right. 

The second argument is that Catholics 
are double-taxed. This argument is based 
upon the fact that Catholics pay public 
taxes and also support their parochial 
schools. Hence it is argued that contribu- 
tions, tuition, etc., to parochia] schools is 


a tax, but it is not a tax imposed upon 


them by government. 

Again the public schools are maintained 
at public expense and all children are en- 
titled to attend. The fact that we provide 
for ourselves something we prefer, rather 
than to use that which the public pro- 
vides, does not warrant us in demanding 
that the public pay for what we voluntari- 
ly choose. , 


No Issue of Legality 


Thirdly, it is argued that parochial 
schools are accredited, hence legal, hence 
entitled to public support. Indeed, this ar- 
gument answers itself. Certainly, every ac- 
tivity that is legal is not entitled to pub- 


every tolerant American. But there was 
no question of public support of parochial

schools presented, considered, or decided. 
Rather it was the preservation of the right 
of parochial schools to exist. 


The issue is clear. Either you keep pa- 
rochial schools and maintain them or take 
public funds and convert them into public 
schools, and they will then no longer serve 
the religious purpose for which they were 
established. 


The Right of Every Parent 


In 1927 one Charles C. Marshall chal- 
lenged the qualifications of Alfred E. Smith 
to be President. Marshall contended that 
Smith would be subservient, in the dis- 
charge of his civil duties, to the church. 
Smith replied publicly as follows: 

“I recognize no powers in the institutions 
of my church to interfere with the opera- 
tions of the Constitution of the United 
States or the enforcement of the law of 
the land. I believe in the absolute freedom 
of conscience for all men and in equality 
of all churches, all sects and all beliefs be- 
fore the law, as a matter of right and not 
as a matter of favor. 

“I believe in the absolute separation of 
church and state and strict enforcement 
of the provision of the Constitution that 
Congress shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion or prohibit- 
ing the free exercise thereof. I believe that 
no tribunal of any church has any power 
to make any decree of any force in the law 
of the land, other than to establish the 
status of its own communicants within its 
own church. 

“I believe in the support of the public 
school as one of the cornerstones of Ameri- 
can liberty. I believe in the right of every 
parent to choose whether his child shall 
be educated in the public school or in a 
religious school supported by those of his 
own faith.” 

At that time, when the embers of the 
fiery crosses were smoldering, we all ap- 
plauded and adhered to Smith’s statement. 
Shall we now give plausable excuse to the 
resurrection of the old Klan spirit, by de- 
manding a breach of the fundamental law 
of the land for our immediate and doubt- 
ful benefit? 


Praise From a Catholic 


This is so well expressed in a letter 
which I received from Mrs. Eva M. Smith 
of San Diego, Calif., that I, with her per- 
mission, reproduce it here: 


“Dear Congressman Jacobs: As a Catho- 
lic, a long-time member of the Catholic 
Daughters, and one of a family which has 
given three priests and a religious to the 
church, I wish to congratulate you on your 
far-sighted and truly spiritua] stand with 
reference to financing our parochial 
schools by federal grants. 


“No doubt you have received some pro- 
tests from the less intelligent members of 
our faith, but many more Catholics than 
you think agree thoroughly with you that 
the moment we permit civil authorities to 
preempt any control whatever over Catho- 
lic education—which is what we are doing 
the moment we accept their money—on 
that instant we sell our birthright for a 
mess of pottage. Sincerely, Eva M. Smith.”

James P. Warburg is a reformed inter- 

national banker who served as director of 

propaganda policy in the Office of War 

Information and now believes in world 

federation. This is his twelfth book, most 

of them being on foreign policy. It's a 

collection of 10 lectures delivered in va- 

rious parts of the United States last year. 

Since Mr. Warburg doesn’t define com- 
mon sense, I assume he is appealing to 
what Mr. Webster calls “good, sound, ordi- 
nary sense ... not dependent on special 
or technical knowledge; horse sense.” 
Science and logic have proved time and 
again that this kind of sense is inadequate 
to determine the truth or importance of 
any supposed fact.

Any 
horse can see that it does. Common sense 
depends on unmethodical observation of 
data encountered in common experience 
by common minds, without resort to 
learned fact-finding 
processes. An ap- 
peal to common sense 
is a lazy man’s way 
of consoling himself 
for the difficulties 
he gets into by avoid- 
ing the exertion of 
sifting facts out of 
half-truths and prej- 
udices. It’s as easy 
as compiling a book 
out of unedited lec- 
tures. 

Having expressed 
myself perhaps too 
categorically on that 
James P. Warburg — pg Bag ery 
I am happy to admit that there are re- 
deeming features for any reader energetic 
enough to ferret them out. Mr. Warburg 
says we Americans are betting six billion 
dollars a year on a constructive policy for 
peace, and hedging our bet with 18 billions 
a year for armaments. “We have got 
our bet and our hedge upside down.“ He 
says we are trying to contain the idea 
of Communism “within a physical frontier 
manned by physical force.” 

In other words, uninhibited "7 B mcr ger 
sense, he is pointing out the lo a 
surdity of our dual policy. The Marshall 
plan puts American funds and technical 
knowledge to work building up confidence 
in war-damaged countries, encouraging 
them to retain a political system com- 
patible with our own.

Moreover, Marshall aid is devoted mainly 
to countries already committed to our 
side, while countries in a position to be 
influenced against Russian hegemony are 
glibly conceded to be past saving, and 
excluded without a second thought. On 
the basis of his “special” and “technical” 
knowledge, Mr. Warburg feels that a 
$50,000,000 revolving credit to Czechoslo- 
vakia for the purchase of United States 
cotton would accomplish more to improve 
our position in Europe than any amount 
of money lavished on weapons. 

If this be common sense, let’s make

Much stress, too, was placed upon 
the Commission's findings that the 
press is free from corruption, and 
not dictated to by advertisers, 
Government or outside financial 
interests. 


Monopoly Not Too Serious. 


Also played up, in reply to 
charges of monopoly, was the 
Commission’s carefully-worded con- 
clusion that: 

“The present degree of concen- 
tration of ownership in the news- 
paper press as a whole or in any 
important part of it is not so 
great as to prejudice the free ex- 
pression of opinion or the accu- 
rate presentation of news... .” 

Editorial comment was equally 
one-sided. The Evening News 
(Lord Rothermere) in an editorial 
entitled “The Truth Is Out” said: 
“The report can be regarded as 
a resounding and detailed vindi- 
cation of the British press.” The 
Star (Liberal party) said: “At the 
end of its two years’ work, the 
Royal Commission on the Press 
has no harsh criticisms to make.” 

Waxing lyrical in Lord Beaver- 
brook’s Evening Standard, Bever- 
ley Baxter wrote: “The newspa- 
pers have every right to light bon- 
fires in Fleet street tonight.” Vis- 
count Simon, commenting in the 
Sunday Times (Lord Kemsley), 
did concede that the report “is 
no mere whitewashing document,” 
but nevertheless he called the oc- 
casion one for rejoicing. 


Guardian, Times Are Honest.

| “That is the reason,” he said, 
Why we are convinced of the 
value of the $31,000,000 program 
scheduled for next year.

| American colleges and universities 
nder the plan last year. 

“They learned the things we 
don’t think to tell them about in 
our books and newspapers, be- 
cause we think only of the things 
that impress us, such as skyscrap- 
ers and big dams, which often 
are out of the reach of other 
countries.” 

Dr. Johnstone, an expert on po- 
litical science. and formerly dean 
of the School of Government of 
George Washington, Washington, 
D.C., emphasized the value of full 
information about the United 
States as an antidote to world- 
wide Communist propaganda. 
| “Understanding and apprecia- 
tion ig essential,” the speaker 
pointed out, “whether America is 
selling a commercial product or a 
philosophy of life. Often they are 
| interrelated.” 

Foreigners“ amazement at the 
way civic groups in the United 
States take up public problems 
and salve them or get the Gov- 
ernment te solve them also was 
stressed by the speaker. “In many 
of their own countries they wait 
for the government to act,” he 


Said. 

| Advantages, however, are not 
one-sided, he indicated. There 
| was, for instance, a Nerwegian en- 
gineer studying operation of a 
paper factory in the United States 
who told the Americans how to 
keep their cartons from making 
the food they held have an un- 
desirable taste.

Watch These Words and Improve

HITE PLAINS: Please give 
the preferred pronunciations 
of cum laude, magna cum 
laude and summa cum laude. — 
Mrs. C.D.P. 

A. The phrases are pronounced 
in two ways. The first is Stand- 
ard American. which prevails ex- 
cept in solemn discourse. The sec- 
ond is Latin. 

Cum laude, “with praise,” is: 
kum LAW-dee (Latin: koom 
LOUD-eh); magna cum laude, 
“with great praise,“: MAG-nuh 
kum LAW-dee (Latin: MAG-nah 
koom LOUD-eh); summa cum 
laude, “with the highest praise”: 
SUM-uh kum LAW-dee (Latin: 
SOOM-mah koom LOUD-eh). 
There is still another: insigne cum 
laude, “with notable praise”: in- 
SIG-nee kum LAW-dee (Latin: in- 
SIG-neh koom LOUD-eh). 

Q. Good usage requires that the 
word loan be used as a noun only. 
I. lend you money. It then be- 
comes a loan. “Money to loan” is 
wrong. Should be “Money to lend.” 
Right?—D.T. 

A. In modern usage, loan is 
both noun and verb. Formerly, 
loan was a noun and lend was a 
verb. But today authorities sanc- 
tion loan as a verb: I will loan 
you the money. I loaned you the 
money. I am loaning you the 
money. Personally, I prefer lend, 
lent, lending. 

Milwaukee: What about “dasn’t” 
for — well, what does it stand 
for?—W.H.S. 

A. Let’s begin with the word 
dast, which is a dialectal form 


of “dare.” Dasn't, then, is dialectal 
for “dare not,” as, I dasn’t go 
swimming without my father’s 
consent. I should avoid it in 
serious speech or writing. 

Q. Please define and pronounce 
the words geriatrics and geriatri- 
cian.— M. M. 

A. Geriatries is the branch of 
medicine that studies and treats 
ailments and diseases of old age. 
Pronounce it: JEHR-ee-AT”’ riks. 
A geriatrician is a physician who 
practices geriatrics. Geriatrician 
is pronounced: JEHR-ee-uh- 
TRISH’un. 

Q. To settle a hot dispute be- 
tween my husband and me, please 
give the correct pronunciation of 
the sauce named Worcestershire. 
—Noel. 

A. It’s WOOSS-ter-sher, the “oo” 
is as in wood. Also but less fre- 
quently: WOOSS-ter-shear.

NEW YORK, July 12. 
HE look that St. Louis women 
will want to acquire for fall is 
a sharp one. It is punctuated 
by such staccato notes as side- 
swept necklines, belted coats with 
flaring peplums, collars that rise 
abruptly, skirts that dip daringly, 
jutting revers and pockets that 
violate all of the rules for semetry. 
The sharpness is noted, too, in 
the shape of the shoulders. They 
aren’t drooping any more in that 
dejected manner that has been so 
apparent since the designers de- 
cided women should look natural. 
Now there is a squareness and 
sometimes a definite uplift made 
possible not only by the cut of a 
dress or a coat but also by the 
type of padding and the addition 
of uprising pockets. The pads 
are little felt ones without stuf- 
fing and intended merely to hold 
that straight line. As for the 
pockets on bodices, they are 
placed as near the shoulder seam 
as pockets could be placed and 
accented by dramatic trimming. 
The silhouete is basically a slim 
one but it is sufficiently reminis- 
cent of the era between 1910 and 
1920 to remind older women of 
cocoon drapery, hobble skirts and 
enveloping hats. Fortunately the 
designers have picked the good 
things from that famous era 
which often has been termed the 
ugliest in the history of fashion. 
They have toned down the errors 
of the past and seem determined 
to prove that the narrow skirt 
can be flattering when only mod- 
erately short, that uneven hem- 
lines can become pretty and that 
the short evening dress is an as- 
set in the wardrobe. 
All of these style points and 


many more are being revealed 
here this week as the New York 
Dress Institute presents its semi- 
annual review of the coming sea- 
son’s fashions for visiting news- 
paper women. Thirteen times the 
showings have been held and they 
have proved so interesting that 
the number of visitors continues 
near the 150 mark. Starting off 
yesterday with a full day’s sched- 
ule, the parade of styles will con- 
tinue throughout the week. Not 
only a group of 25 top designers 
are showing their wares but also 
others in price brackets less high 
as well as numerous hat and ac- 
cessory designers.

Since price is of paramount im- 
portance right now, one of the 
first questions asked by the vis- 
itors concerned the mark that is 
to be placed on fall merchandise, 
Quotations indicate that there is 
good news for St. Louis women 
in that there is a greater selec- 
tion of clothes in a moderate 
price range. It is no secret that 
retailers have bought cautiously 
and have picked carefully to give 
customers a wide selection with- 
out extreme cost. While one con- 
tinues to see the evening dress 
that will retail beyond the $500 
mark, it is the exception rather 
than the rule. 

Skirt lengths also continue to 
be of interest, and it is evjdent 
that they are somewhat shorter. 
Most designers insist that their 
skirts are intended to be only 
an inch shorter than a year ago 
but there are many suit skirts 
14 or 15 inches from the floor 
worn by the models in the show- 
rooms. Thirteen inches from the 
floor is the average length, how 
ever. Sometimes an apron tunic 
drops below a shorter basic foun- 
dation or a dipping hemline will

range from slightly below the 
knees to the ankles. Width in 
hemlines is noteworthy, too. The 
trend is toward slimness but the 
skirt which the majority of wom- 
en will prefer has a pleat tucked 
away somewhere or slight bit of 
flare at the front or sides. 


Instead of so much back inter- 
est in skirts, the fullness usually 
is moved to the sides or the front. 
Slender cutting with little side 
godet treatment is noteworthy. 
The slit at the hemline is another 
way of permitting a woman ease 
in walking. Pleats, too, are quite 
pronounced, There are many cas- 
ual dresses with pleated skirts 
in the collections. The shirtwaist 
dress with this type of graceful 
skirt is a popular trend. 

There’s an international empha- 
sis to the fashions. Yesterday’s 
showings presented a cross-section 
of clothes for different occasions 
and Dior’s American collection 
proved to be a significant high- 
light of the group. He has been 
an important influence on the 
entire fashion industry. As for 
the Frenchman, himself, he read- 
ily bows to the wishes of the 
American woman. When his 
clothes were shown, the an- 
nouncer often explained that the 
very narrow skirt which a model 
was wearing would be modified 
before delivery to the store, that 
a neckline would reveal less of 
the anatomy before placed on 
sale, that an extravagant fur trim- 
ming would be eliminated, and 
that sizes were being varied. Dior 
has agreed to adapt his styles to 
suit the woman who wears size 
18 as well as those women who 
wear from size 10 to size 16. 
American women asked for the 
larger size and he has provided 
it for them. 

Briefly, the Dior collection in- 
cluded such features as the bloused 


back silhouette, button-back tux- 
edo suits and coats, those high 
pockets that everyone seems to 
like so well, the hobble-skirt suit, 
lots of velvet for entire costumes 


and for trimming, buttohs used in 


abundance, belts of calfskin 
matched by kid gloves, the profile 
and the visor cap, wrap-around 
skirts with drapery at the back, 
uneven hemlines, jutting revers 
and the short evening dress worn 
with a hat. 

Another elegant collection was 
that of Maurice Rentner who has 
indicated his attention to the in- 
ternational theme by stressing 
diplomatic trends. His suits and 
dresses with the one-sided pouch 
pocket placed on the peplum are 
illustrative of the sharp aspect of 
the silhouette and also his atten- 
tion to world themes since the 
pockets are called “diplomatic 
pouches.” Costumes that have the 
briefest of belted back peplums 
are named “envoy” and there are 
elegant woolen dresses with elab- 
orate embroidery and beading at 
one shoulder that are designated 
as “embassy” fashions.

One glance at the deal is 
enough to disclose that six di- 
amonds, played as it would have 
been from the East position, was 
ice cold against any defense; 
hence it is obvious enough that 
East-West wasted a lot of good 
cards in this deal! Conceivably 
South might have sacrificed 
against six diamonds, whereas he 
did not do so against six hearts, 
but even then East-West would 
have collected a sizeable penalty. 


The East-West bidding was logi- 
cal and sound up to, but not in- 
cluding, East’s leap to six hearts. 
His choice of final contracts, 
after West had made the excel- 
lent bid of five diamonds, was 
greatly to be deplored! West 
apparently sensed something that 
East himself, looking at his own 
hand, did not realize—that it 
might be vital to prevent the 
opening lead from going through 
the club king! East did not have 
to worry about controlling any 
other suit, but the chance that a 
club lead against six hearts 
would give South two immediate 
tricks was certainly worth think- 
ing about! 

In all probability, East felt that 
the combined heart suit, particu- 
larly in view of West’s rebid, was 
far stronger than the combined 
diamonds, but this was not the 
crucial issue. After W bid five 
diamonds, East should have been 
quite satisfied enough with his 
own suit to play the slam at that 
denomination.
